Sept. 10.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Clinton C. Clark has just 
returned from a trip to the Carbon 
county ofl fields, where he made an 
extended examination of the field on 
behalf of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company. Asked his opinion on the 
Carbon county field, he said: 

“The oll field lies on Butcher Creek, 
twenty miles west of Red Lodge, near 
the Bear Tooth Mountains. The for- 
mation in that country consists of 
sand stone, alternating with layers of 
late or shale. just the conditions that 
are found in the Pennsy!vanfa oll re- 
gion. This formation is uniform and 
regular until] the mountains are 
reached, back of the oll springs; then 
comes a reef of limestone standing at 
an angle of perhaps 45 deg., cutting off 
the oil formation. 

“This is conclusive to my mind that 
that terminates the oil, in so far as 
going south at that point is concerned, 
and that the productive oll field will be 
found north of this limestone reef on 
the flat or bench land.

THE OX-HORN INDUSTRY. 


How a Trade Which Has Reached 


Origin. 

{New York Post:] A familiar sigh 
in the business quarter of this city is 
the Russian horn peddier. The man 
himeelf is picturesque, having the 
strong features, dark skin, long beard. 
and ill-fitting clothes which mark the 
his wares are always 


y 
. At another time it is a small 


a great horn. Again it ts a gun rack, 
where the hooks horna, yellow, 
white, gray, brown Diack. If you 


desire it he will supply you with easy 
chairs, arm chairs and rockers, of 
which the entire frames are made of 
horns. Of similar construction are 
easels, music racks, picture frames, 
wall trophies and baby cribs. 

The industry was started about fif- 
teen years ago by some poor Russian 
Jews near the kosher slauchter- house. 
Before that time the horns were sold 
with the hoofs to the glue makers and 
button manufacturers. They brought 
but a few cents a pound, and the glue 
buyers had no trouble in getting all 
the raw material they needed. 

The manufacturers first prepared the 
horns by boiling and ng alkalies. 
Afterward they found they could se- 
eure better results by treatment with 
cold alkaline solutions followed by anti- 
septics. After the horns have been 
cleaned they are scraped and ished 
until they gleam like burnt metal.

The California Product Largely in 

Evidence in Shop Windows in Europe. 

Demands for Evaporated Fruits. 
(SPECIAL CURKESTONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4—Visitors 
returning f- 7 Furope report that the 
display ot 8 la fruit in shop win- 
dows is remat sable. Everywhere the 
luscious edibies are in evidence, but 
perhaps the preponderating consump- 
tion is in Germany, where two impor- 
tant impulses are of influence in keep- 
ing up the demand; these are, first, the 
better times which since 1895 have pre- 
valled in Germany—though recently 
there has been a considerable falling 
off—but which started an era of more 
ease in money matters for the German 
working people, enabling them to grat- 
ify the natural taste for fruit: and. 
secondly. the but recently acquired 
knowledge that frult eating at break- 
fast is of great dietetic advantage. 
Many of the leading German physt- 
clans now fruit for breakfast. 
and the knowledge that the table of 
the Emperor and Empress, as well as 
that of their children, is always fur- 
nished with fruit for the first course at 
the morning meal, has rendered the 
practice of serving it almost univer- 
eal, This has created an enormous 
demand, and it may be said that 
there is hardly any reasonable limit to 
which the dried and preserved fruit 
export trade of Germany may not in 
time be developed by American fruit 


exporters, provided the business ts con- 
ducted skillfully, with intelligent enter- 
prise, and in good faith. The one ex- 
clusively American  preserved-fruit 
store in Berlin has trebled its business 
within the past year, and is now con- 
templating removal to larger and more 
costly quarters, in the principal retall 
th fare. Among the new institu- 
tions of Berlin are several so-called 
“reform cafés,” in which fresh and 


canned fruits. jellies, etc.. are served 


“in the American way.” as a tempting 
substitute for the drinks and forms of 
food usually provided at such estab- 
lishments.

varieties. The common diue plum, 
pears, and cherries, grow naturally and 
well, but apples, peaches, melons and 
cots of native origin, are gener- 
ly of second-rate quality, and rela- 
tively dear in price. Until quite re- 
cently American visitors to G 
have been surprised to note how small 
a part fresh fruits and certain vegeta- 
ble luxuries like celery, artichokes. 
melons and eggplant, have contributed 
to the daily food of even the wealthier 
class of people. At the principal hotels 
fresh native fruits have been, and, in- 
deed are still, if not a rare luxury, at 
least a very coatly one. It is this cir- 
cumetances that has led to the 
tation of fresh and preserved, fruits. 
The taste for them is now fully estab- 
lished& educated by the choice and de- 
licious imported varieties, which have 
set new standards in the German mar- 
kets, the demand for foreign fruit has 
proved steady and persistent. In years 
of large apple crops in America, the 
United States has contributed liberally 
to the German supply of winter apples, 
but aside from this, Italy, Fragce and 
the Austrian Tyrol are the chief 
sources of fresh-fruit imports into Ger- 
many. Statistics just issued by the 
Italian government, show that in the 
months of July, August and September, 
1901. Italy shipped to Germany 2400 
carioads of fresh fruit and vegetables, 
of which 741 carloads went to Berlin, 
758 to Munich, 134 to Leipsig. 110 to 
Hamburg. 87 to Dresden, 4 to Frank- 
fort. the remainder bejng distributed 
throughout the other cities and towns 
in proportion to their wealth and popu- 
lation. During the entire r ending 
April 1, 1901, Berlin received from Italy 
50 carloads of cherries, 245 carloads of 
small summer fruits, 357 carloads of 
table grapes, 48 carloads of winter ap- 
ples, and 100 carloads of tab grapes, 48 
— of winter apples, and 100 car -

The 
fruit stores of Hin have doubled in 
number and greatly increased their 


capacity and business during the past 
two years. Prices of fresh fruits, both 
in the stores and in the markets, have 
declined, as the supply has increased. 

In all parts of Berlin grocers and 
provision dealers display boxes of Cali- 
fornia dried pears, apricots, prunes, 
apples, and peaches, as the most at- 
tractive advertisement of the show 
windows. Most erf these goods are 
fairly well-graded and satisfactory, put 
there is more or less complaint about 
evaporated apples. which in many 
cases are not sufficiently dried, and, 
being left too moist, become mouldy, 
and so depreciate rapidly in the humid 
climate of Germany. The evaporated- 
apple industry should by this time 
have reached a stage where account 
may be taken of the market, and spe- 
cial treatment provided as climate and 
circumstances require. And again, in 
packing, the inner contents of a box of 
dried pears or apricots should be rea- 
sonably within the same grade of qual- 
ity as the selected pieces on the top, 
otherwise the German retailer will fee! 
himself cheated by a trick. 

Especially important is it that ge- 
lected apples only—when the fresh 
fruit is being sent—should be packed 
with the care bestowed uvon their ex- 
ports by the dealers of France, Italy 
and the Tyrol. The superior tender- 
ness and flavor of the American apple 
is now everywhere established in Eu- 
rope, and profitable prices can always 
be obtained—hbetter than those for- 
merly asked: but it is necessary that 
the fruit should be picked, wrapped and 
packed in ventilated barrels far more 
carefully than has been done hitherto. 
Fine apples are a luxury for which 
European consumers have long been 
accustomed to pay high prices: the 
best American fruit is up to the top 
standard in all respects except the 
methods in which it is put up and 
handied. On arrival in Germany these 
American apples have to compete in 
the markets and fruit stores with 
French, Italian and Tyrolese apples. 
which have been picked by hand. 
wiped with dry cloths, each apple 
wrapped in soft, porous paper. and 
snugly placed in layers in casks lined 
with paper. and having openings cut 
in thetr ends and heads to secure 
proper ventilation. Such packing will 
increase the ordinary cost of fruit. but 
need be no obstacle on that account. 
The question is one not of price, but of 
quality and conditon: and European 
methods of packing are neces*ary in 
order to give the American apple a 
fair chance tn the German market.

CORRESPONDENT’S VAGARIES. 
In a communication, printed else- 
where, a correspondent indulges in 
some verbose special pleading on be- 
half of the striking anthracite coal 
miners. As most of his premises are 
Wrong. his» conclysions are neces- 
sarily so. 

(1.) His assumption that it is not 
the purpose of the strikers to prevent 
the employment of non-anion labor 
is shown to be wrong by the frequett 
assaults of strikers upon non-union- 
ists. This is the vital issue in near.“ 
all strikes. If the rights of non-union 
workmen (who constitute the great 
majority of all workmen,) were not 
interfered with, few strikes could last 
forty-eight hours. 

(2.) The mine owners do not deny 


over to their employés. 
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It is possible, though perhaps hardly 
probeble, that some difficulty may be 
experienced in floating this Cuban 
loan.

anthracite coal strike is not a question 
of wages, nor of hours of work. If 
these were the only or the chief ques- 
tions at issue, the strike would ve 
settled long ago—would probably 

have been begun, in fact. The 

overshadowing issue of the strike is the 
recognition the United Mine Work- 
ers’ Union.” That is exactly it. The 
capitalists says to the miners: “We 
(with the emphasis upon that word) 
will organise. We will form a union,” 
for what closer union could there be 
than the coal ators’ monopoly. as 
it exists today? “We will approach 
you through our appointed representa- 
tives and announce to you t terms 
which we will make. t you shall 
not do any of these things, and if you 
do we will starve you. If you organ- 
ize as we do; if you send us a repre- 
sentative of your union to discuss 
wages or any other question with a 
representative of ours, we will have 
nothing to do with him. He shall not 
even be permitted to enter our office. 
Our representative may i've where he 
likes, in Chicago, or London, if it is 
to our advantage or his to do so, but 
we shall make it an additional griev- 
ance if your representative lives in 
Ch „ or San Francisco, or New 
York, instead of in the mining towns 
of Pennsyivania. If you desire em- 
ployment from our union, you must 
come to us man by man. In other 
words, each little pigmy of an individ- 
ual must match his wits in this strug- 
gle in seeking proper remuneration for 
his work, against us, not only in our 
individual capacity. but welded into 
one of the most solid unions, directed 
by the shrewdest «rd most skillful 
corps of lawyers that perhaps this 
world has ever known.” 

And the coal operators are wrong. 
If they have a right to form a union 
for business purposes. so have the 
workingmen. If they have a right to 
deal with the workingemen through 
their appointed representative. whoever 
he may be, the workinemen have ‘the 
same right to deal with them through 
their appointed representative, who- 
ever he may be.
